Edward Lester, iu his "First 


Hundred years of the Life of the Republic 
of tho United States," speaks thus of Itogsr 
Williams and his colony. 


From Hint sacred spot the banner of abso- 


lute freedom was unfolded, and tho consti- 
tution of the new state was proclaimed. 
It embraced tho cardhml principles of the 
religion founded by Jesus of Nazareth, and 
MtiUed in the last century by the Declara- 
tion of Independence; complete liberty c;f 
consyitmcu, 
i:i religion 
nnd 
politics,—a 


pure, Christian, democratic brotherhood, in 
\vhich membership of the commonwealth 
consisted only in subscribing to an agree- 
ment to submit to such rules as should be 
adopted by the 
free suffrage of the in- 


habittmis, so far as they ?hou?d not affac-t 
tho individual conscience. 
Tho founder re- 


served no privileges or power for himself. 
Perfect equality iu citizenship was the fun- 
damental ia\v. 
As might bo supposed, thii 


constitution formed a basis for growth and 
permanent prosperity. 
It was tho realiza- 


tion of the ideal of a Christian democratic 
state earned out. 
Cauonicus was one of 


those great men on whom tho hand of .Na- 
ture puts her seal, regardless of clime, race, 
or age: and he completely understood the 
spirit of the stranger whom he had maclo his 
guest. He adopted him as a sou, 
and 


treated him with deference and love. H* 
remniued his friend to the last: he extended 
over him his protection; niid 
during the 


terrible Pequot war which wo haro briefly 
described, Roger 
Williams' settlement re- 


mained unmolested. 


Of Anno Hutchinson, Mr. Lester thus 


speaks: 


Many a tear has fallen over tho fata of 


that heroine and martyr, the gifted Anne 
Hutchinson. 
She had been accustomed in 


her English lifa to tho luxuries and sweet 
charities of refinement, wealth, and culture; 
and c. feeling of indignation at last waied so 
strong against her persecutors in Boston, 
that ahe might perhaps havo lived and es- 
caped death by burning; but she preferred 
to join her friends in Ithodo Island. Eren 
there, however, the suspicion of witchcraft 
followed her 
to embitter her home, BOTT 


marto happy !)y a growing family of chil- 
dran. 
At Isst she preferred the tranquillity 


of tho wilderness desolation,and she plunged 
ofT with her boys aud girls into the deep 
forests, roso'ved to throw herself upon tho 
hospitalities of fho Dutch of New Amster- 
dam. 
Sho reached New Hochelle, and was 


safe until the hostilities of the Indians had 
been provoked hy the atrocities of Kieft, 
tho Dutch magistrate.
